16th of this month. 
With the defenses contemplated, the 
War Department believes that the en- 
tire Pacific Coast will be safe from

TO PROTECT SETTLERS. 


Chamber of Commerce Asks Secretary 
for Changes of Regulations in 
Favor of Innocent Buyers. 


An important step was taken by the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, when 
it was voted by the directorate to send 
resolutions to the Secretary of the In- 
terior, regarding the assignments of 
desert land claims in the Imperial Val- 
ley. There have been a number of 
rulings by the General Land Office at 
Washington that have apparently 
worked a hardship upon innocent pur- 
chasers of assignments which origina)- 
ly had been acquired by fraud. 

There appears to be no disposition 
on the part of the chamber to criticize 
the rulings, but it is desired that 
changes be madein the regulations 
that will protect bona fide settlers. 

According to a recent important de- 
cision of Gen. F. C. Prescott, register 
of the local land office, a Bona-fide pur- 
chaser of a valuable claim loses his 
title, if it be shown in a contest that 
the original entry or assignment was 
involved in fraud. At the time this de- 
cision was made, Gen. Prescott stated 
that he sympathized with the innocent 
purchase;. but that the law must be 
so eonsirued, 

It would seem that the best method 
of securing desired changes would be 
to have Congress enact laws for the 
protection of settlers. Previous to se- 
curing such action, the Chamber of 
Commerce w Committee recom- 
mends that resolutions be forwarded 
to Secretary of the Interio?t Garfield, 
requesting him to devise some way in 
which to obviate the difficulties en- 
countered by bona-fide assignees and 
innocent purchasers.

Sea Festival at Long Beach 
Real Pageant, 


Varied Programme Pleases 
Many Thousands, 
Prizes Given, but Airships 
Fail to Win, 


With a mermaid queen and her court 
transformed into mortals ruling over 
20,000 willing’ subjects, the Long Beach 
Festival of the Sea formally opened 
yesterday with a programme that 
pleased everybody.

HAT SHALL WE DO WITH THE SA- 
LOON? 

There is, perhaps, no question whicn excites 
more general interest than this. There are all sorts 
of answers, from that of the whisky ring, “Let the 
saloons alone,’ to that of the advocates of sump- 
out of existence.” 
There are not a very large number of the American 
people who approve of either of these |extreme 
answers. No denying it, the great body of men 
and women would say ‘that the wide-open policy 
is intolerable, and that interference with personal 
liberty to an extreme degree is neither right nor 
practicable. A large number of total abstainers, 
who not only do not enter saloons, but who do not 
drink anything alcoholic anywhere, are too liberal to 
stand for a tyrannous suppression of personal 
rights; and all but the dregs of those engaged in 
the saloon business condemn any shameful method 
of conducting the business. The better saloon men 
desire to see the business kept under due restraint, 
and conducted in a manner as nearly as possible to 
gain the respect of the general public. Never before 
were there so many of those in the liquor trade who 
advocate due restraint as there are just now. At all 
times many of these felt ashamed to be in a busi- 
ness in which so many of their fellows were lost 
to all sense of decency. To those there is now added 
a large number not so sensitive, but sensible enough 
to realize that the traffic must he kept within 
the bounds of decency, duly respectful of the Jaw 
and of public opinion, and understanding that the 
temper of the great majority is such that the busi- 
ness will not be tolerated unless it is conducted in 
exact conformity to the laws, and cognizant of the 
rights of the public to be protected from the evil 
effects of doggeries, slums and pitfalls where vice 
is made easy. 

Los Angeles has been greatly benefited by a police 
regulation put in force many years ago, under which 
the number of saloons is limited to 200. The popu- 
lation at that time was not much above 50,000. The 
rule has remained in force up to the present hour, 
and it is felt that the number is still as high as 
ought to be permitted, although the city has grown

Take Boston Common as a center, and run 
westerly a semi-dircle with a radius of fifty miles. 
Remember that around you, where you stand, lies 
the densest populgtion in America, nearly twenty- 
one to*the acre, Compared with less than seventeen 
in New York, less than sixteen in Philadelphia, fif- 
teen in St. Leuis, and just more than thirteen in 


Chicago. Te total population of the city of Boston | 


is nearly 700,000. 

Within the semi-circle 
other cities, each with a population of over 100,009, 
ten with more than 50,000, twenty-five 4Q’ta Jmore 
than 25,000, forty-six of more than 10,000, and 
thirty-two of more than 5000. Thus, says the Boston 
Globe, within this ‘semi-circle of a radius of fifty 
miles outside of Boston lies a territory with 3,000,- 
000 population. 

Why should this small strip on the bleak New 
England coast be ¢apable of a population greater 
than a similar area here by the biue waters of the 
Pacific? A semi-circle with a fifty-mile radius 
would circumscribe a territory around Los Angeles 
reaching about to San Bernardino, Redlands and 
Riverside. Southward it would run more than haif 
way to San Diego. In the*area around Boston are 
over 100 large cities and towns. In the Los Angeles 
semi-circle there are not half that number worthy 
of mention.

‘Father Confesses That He’s 
an Ex-convict.

PASADENA, Sept. 3.—Loving _ In- 
tensely a three-year-old girl, the issue 
of a common-law marriage of affini- 
ties, A. R. Gress-and a woman, whose 
name is not known, but who is said 
to be the wife of a San Diego man, 
are battling for the little one’s posses- 
sion. 

At present the mother has her, and 
is, her attorney declares, many miles 
from Pasadena. The woman kidnaped 
the child, it is alleged, from the home 
of J. E. Ware of No. 1854 West Adams 
street, Los Angeles, on Tuesday after- 
noon. The father could not be lo- 
cated last night, and it was stated 
that he left for .Los Angeles in the 
afterngon. 

There are conflicting stories about 
the whole affair.

The officer searched the man, and, 
after finding that he had no gun, ac- 
companied the attorney and his client 
to the corner of Fair Oaks avenue and 
Colorado street, where they took a 
car for North Pasadena. going to 
Byrne's home, where the lawyer's wife 
was taking care of the little girl. 

Gress went to the Police Station and 
asked permission to carry a gun. say- 
ing he feared the husband of his 
common-law “wife.” The sergeant re- 
fused the request, and told the man
